Report No. 2— 

A few weeks ago I made a state¬ 
ment during a luncheon address 
that we at the Centennial Com¬ 
mission in Ottawa are so busy we 
don’t have time for coffee breaks. 

The next day I was passing an 
open door in our office building 
and was jolted by a scene which 
belied my remark of the day be¬ 
fore. Two Commission staff mem¬ 
bers were in spirited conversation 
—over coffee! Only the fact that 
the time was 5:15 p.m. (after of¬ 
fice hours) softened the shock to 
tiie sensibilities of a stern admini¬ 
strator. 

I was invited into the session. 
The two young staffers were Mar¬ 
cel X, a French Canadian, and 
John Y, an English Canadian, who 
had come to Ottawa a couple of 
months earlier to work on Centen¬ 
nial projects. 

“We have made some interesting 
rediscoveries about the Fathers of 
Confederation,” remarked Miarcel 
X. “For example, I did not recol¬ 
lect until I came to work here, 
that D’Arcy McGee was for a time 
a separatist. And neither John nor 
I remembered from history les¬ 
sons at school that Sir Georges- 
Etienne Cartier had been exiled for 
being a rebel with Papimeau.” 

A number of the Fathers of Con¬ 
federation did in fact have bitter 
beefs which stemmed from region¬ 
al interest and worries about pro¬ 
vincial rights, all of which they 
eventually subordinated to the 
ideals hoped for in federation. In 
fact some of those men were 
abandoned by their constituents at 
home for being too “pro” confed¬ 
eration. Joseph Howe of Nova Sco¬ 
tia one of the most talented writ¬ 
ers of the Confederation pericd, 
fumed against Confederation, yet 
he joined Sir John A’s first gov-

FISHING 

“A Timely Spring Message" 

Angling has become one of Can¬ 
ada’s greatest outdoor recreations. 
This has been brought about not 
because people just want to eat 
fish. If this were so, fishermen 
could save a lot of time and money 
oy visiting a local butcher where 
fish may be purchased for less 
than the price of a fishing trip. 

People go fishing because it is 
healthful and relaxing. It gives 
them an opportunity to get away 
from the conflicts and worries of 
everyday life. Besides the fun of 
fishing, there is sunshine and fresh 
air, trees and wild flowers, rip¬ 
pling streams and beautiful lakes. 

All angling, in one way or an¬ 
other, is dependent upon our for¬ 
ests. There are lakes and some 
streams without trees but some¬ 
where along the watershed the for¬ 
ests are storing and gradually re¬ 
leasing cold, clear water to the 
feeder creeks and streams. The 
quality of all streams is deter¬ 
mined by the condition of the 
watershed. 

Temperature is the most import¬ 
ant factor in the environment for 
fish. For instance, brook trout will 
thrive in water with a temperature 
of 66 degrees F., and die when the 
temperature reaches 78 degrees F. 
Trees and the forest floor help 
regulate the flow and temperature 
of streams. When this cover is re¬ 
moved by fires or unwise forest 
management, it has a disastrous 
effect upon fish. Flash floods and 
soil erosion destroy spawning beds. 

The aquatic plant and animal 
growth is destroyed. Muddy or 
heavily silted water excludes sun¬ 
light and prevents growth of all 
living things. When the tempera¬ 
ture of water rises, the oxygen 
content on which the fish live, de¬ 
creases and in some cases is de¬ 
stroyed entirely. 

For these reasons, forests are 
essential for fish. 

Anyone who has experienced the 
good fishing and observed the dear 
stream conditions in an undisturb¬ 
ed forest area, must conclude that 
green forests, dear water and good 
fishing go hand in hand. 


eminent November 16, 1868 — 
(How ironical that on our Centen¬ 
nial train we will show his print¬ 
ing press which he used to whip 
Confederation!) 

I believe that involvement in the 
1967 celebrations will give Cana¬ 
dians, through their rediscoveries 
cf history, a better understanding 
of themselves and their place in 
their country and in the world. 

We Canadians in 1967 should be 
in a mood to look at history calm¬ 
ly and objectively and I believe 
that when we do this we will be 
helping to create in ourselves a 
tolerant attitude which will en¬ 
hance our approach to some of to¬ 
day’s problems of nationhood. 

The coffee break turned out to 
be something of value after all. I 
think that discussions of this sort, 
particularly among students, who, 
with their teachers and professors 
will be drawn to them during our 
Centennial Year, are good for Can¬ 
ada. 

The Centennial Commission is 
actively engaged with Canada’s 
universities on a Centennial pro¬ 
gram to stimulate the sort of dis¬ 
cussion I heard at the coffee 
break. During the universities pro¬ 
gram a series of historical semin¬ 
ars will study select areas Of Ca¬ 
nadian history, with emphasis on 
topics which are controversial. In 
addition notable lecturers and art¬ 
ists will make visits to campuses 
and two touring Centennial plays, 
one English and one French, are 
to be produced with student act¬ 
ors from across the country. There 
will be other learned conferences 
and seminars all of which will 
encourage our young people to take 
advantage of lessons learned in the 
past to chart the future for 
Canada. 


Report From 
Parliament 1 Hill 

(■Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

No one expected that the recent 
Government Budget would produce 
any startling new policies in taxa¬ 
tion or in financial policy, in gen¬ 
eral terms this expectation was 
fully realized. One step in the right 
direction is the gradual removal 
of’ the sales tax on production ma¬ 
chinery, which will certainly in¬ 
crease Canada’s competitive posi¬ 
tion in manufactured goods, both 
at home and abroad. 

Some of the other terms in the 
Budget were new and interesting, 
but it is not expected that they will 
have much effect on the average 
citizen. 

Unfortunately, n o substantial 
measures were taken to deal with 
Canadh’s soaring cost of living, nor 
was there any reference to the eco¬ 
nomic problems of agriculture. 

There is nothing in the Budget 
that would point in the direction 
of an early election. In other wards 
it was not the typical election type 
of Budget.
